Leaving the Quesnel, wliich is confined in a 
narrow, thickly-wooded and unattractive valley, 
the route to Cariboo runs directly awaytrom the 
Frascr in nearly an east line, and crésses oblique 
ly, in a distance of abont/27 miles, that portion 
of the table-land* which) lies between Quesnel 
and Swift Rivers. With the exception of num- 
erous beaver-swamps and marshes, and-some ex-
